18 Straight for Delany 


Boston, Feb, 1--Ron Delany failed in an attempt on the indoor world 
mark tonight when the pace was too slow, but it still was a profitable evening 
for the Irishman at the Boston AA Games, 

Delany had little trouble in annexing the mile in 4:05. 3, less than two 
seconds off the indoor standard of 4:03.6, and chalked up his 18th straight indoor 
mile win, It was his third straight victory in the Hunter mile, and the first 
triple since Glenn Cunningham broke the tapes in 1937-38-39, 

An upset in the high hurdles and great weight throwing were other high 
spots of the last stop on the indoor circuit before the track and field stars move 
to New York for the next five meets. 

National decathlon champion Charley Pratt turned the tables on Elias 
Gilbert and handed him his first hurdles defeat of the season. Pratt, who had 
announced his retirement, won the 45 yarder in 5.6. 

In the 35 pound weight department, three old-time rivals battled out 
past the 64' mark with Bob Backus emerging the winner at 65'113". Hal Connolly 
and Al Hall pressed Backus but fell short by a little over a foot. 

Delany's win was by more than 15 yards over Jim Beatty who is now 
working himself into shape in the Army. As usual, the Villanova Olympic champ 
held off the pace and won with his patented finish. There was only one lap of 160 
yards left when the King of the Kick moved out in front, but it was enough to 
open up a large gap. Beatty, who moved up from third to take the lead, was a 
surprise second over George King, who had been talking of giving Delany a lot 
of trouble. 

In scoring the first repeat victory in this meet in 18 years, Ira Mur- 
chison ran into unexpectedly stiff competition from Lt. Ken Kave. At 50 yards 
the quick going Murchison is virtually unbeatable, but the former Morgan State 
sprinter, now at Ft. Meade, lost by only six inches. 

The two-mile relay provided a disappointment for Occidental College, 
The Los Angeles quartet, representing three-fourths of last spring's outdoor 
world record breakers, was out for the 16- year-old indoor mark of 7:43. 9 by 
Seton Hall. But Oxy was not ready and could not no better than fourth behind 
Manhattan's 7:41 triumph. 

Lanky Dave Scurlock came up from North Carolina to provide some 
needed class in the 1000 and won it with a 2:11.1 performance, fastest of the 
season. The 600 went toGharley Jenkins in an improving 1:10.9, and Deacon 
Jones continued his mastery of the two-milers after beating off a challenge of

Elliott Downs Lincoln

Melbourne, Jan. 30--Herb Elliott, on the evidence of two fine mile 
runs in five days, commands attention as potentially the world's greatest miler, 
and the man most likely to go down or near 3:50, 

The 19-year-old Elliott, following on his 3:59.9 on Jan. 25, beat Merv 
Lincoln by three-tenths in 4:58.7 five nights later in Australia's Mile of the Cen- 
tury at Olympic Park, This brought Australia's tally of three-minute miles to 
11--two more than England--achieved by four runners. 

The mile of the century, which drew a capacity crowd after great pre- 
race build-up, was run to suit Lincoln. The pace was not as fast as wanted by 
Elliott, and so Lincoln was able to sit in behind him all the way, but his famed 
sprint finish was of no avail. 

John Douglas ran the first lap in 59.0, with Elliott a close second, fol- 
lowed by Lincoln and Ron Clarke, Herb dropped back to a very close third at 
the half, when Douglas led Cummins, with Merv fourth followed by Clarke, and 
the leader's time was 2:00,5, 

Turning into the back straight, and into a fairly stiff wind, Elliott took 
over the field, and pulled Lincoln well clear of the rest of the 8-man field. At 
the bell Elliott was barely two yards clear of Lincoln and the time of 3:02.6 
caused some nail-biting suspense among the Elliott camp. Lincoln dogged 
Elliott's heels down the back straight, and halfway around the final turn he let 
go with his sprint--but it wasn't the kick we saw in December following 3:04 to 
3:10 three-quarter times. 

The American champion closed to within half a yard of Elliott as they 
moved off the turn into the home straight, but Herb's tremendous surging power 
was too much, and he couldn't draw level, let alone get to the front. Halfway 
down the straight Lincoln let it go and plowed on behind Elliott, who won easily 
and without visible sign of what could be called exhaustion, He immediately 
trotted across the field to meet coach Percy Cerutty, who had leapt the fence. 
Lincoln was whisked away from the stadium without changing by coach Franz 
Stampfl who has often said his charge could beat any miler in the world. 

It was Elliott's second decisive defeat of Lincoln, but he isn't satisfied 
with what he has done, After all, 3:59 and thereabouts is becoming rather com- 
mon, Under 3:55 is the time to shoot for, and I do not think it will be long be- 
for the young, and extraordinarily strong Mr. Elliott will be in the 3:54 bracket. 

With most of Australia divided into opposing camps, supporting either

Delany Win Impresses 


Boston, Jan 18— Ron Delany opened the 1958 indoor "Cup Series" with 
an impressive 4:05 mile victory in the 32d annual Knights of Columbus games. 
A less-than-oapacity-crowd of 9, 375 watched Delany trail far back 

until the last two laps as Jim Beatty's early 60.3 and 2:02,1 pace was too 
fast. Strong Phil Coleman led at three quarters in 3:04.8, but Delany caught 
him easily on the last backstretch, zipped past, then eased up to win by 6 
yards. Coleman's 4:05.7 moves him to third place on the all-time list of 
American indoor milers, behind Santee and Dodds. 

Tom Carroll, Yale's 18-year-old freshman star-of-the-future, made his 
big time indoor debut a success by collaring veteran Harry Bright at the tape 
in a 2:13.7 1000. Olympic 400 meter champion Charley Jenkins set the early 
pace but faded badly. 

George Dennis, ex-Morgan State high jumper now with the Philadelphia 
Pioneer Club, cleared 6'94" to trounce teammate Bob ("Back Slip") Barksdale, 
decathlon man Mike Herman, and John Thomas of Rindge Tech HS (Cambridge, 
Mass.). Phil Reavis pulled a groin muscle and dropped out at 6'2". 

Ira Murchison slipped at the start of the 50 and was left behind on all 
fours, but the starter invoking Rule XXVI 6, recalled the others. Murchison, 
undefeated indoors last year, was beaten off the blocks by Morgan State fresh- 
man David Hammie, but the 5'5"" Olympian won by a foot as Hammie inched 
out Lt. Ken Kave and Ed Collymore. Kave, ranked No. 3 indoors last year, 
tied the meet record of 5.3 in his heat. 

The 600 was a wild battle as Manhattan's Tom Murphy, a strong 1:49.8 
half-miler, wore himself out fighting for the lead and finished fourth. 

Murphy collided with John Telford (Wayne graduate now with the Detroit Track 
Club) at the first turn and was knocked into third place. He battled back, was 
rebuffed again, gained first place on the third lap, but tied up. Veteran Joe 
Gaffney took over going into the last backstretch and won by 3 yards over 
NCAA 440 champion Bob McMurray in a slow 1:13.1. 

Deacon Jones trailed Gordon McKenzie until the last two laps of the 
2-mile, then won by 35 yards in 9:04, 2. 

Off to a poor start, national AAU low hurdle champion Elias Gilbert 
won his first bigindoor race, beating decathlon champion Charley Pratt 
by a foot in 5.6,

The only other event to generate any excitement was the 600 which 
featured a 160-yard battle to the tape between Joe Gaffney, four time Washing< 
ton Winner, and Josh Culbreath, Gaffney surged by Culbreath at 160 yards out 
and led around the final turn, bu the game 440 hurdle record holder answered 
beautifully in the last 50 to pull away to a two foot win in 1:14, 2, 

Only three men started in the two-mile which was won by John Macy 
after leading from the second lap on, In the mile, George King sprinted out of 
the pack to win in a slow 4:13.6. 

Field events provided close competition as George Dennis regained the 
top high jump spot over Floyd Smith, 6'72" to 6'63", and four men tied at 14'6” 
in the vault. 

Elias Gilbert again beat Willie Stevens in the highs, as Gilbert's soph 
teammate Francis Washington was third in a fast race.

New Tactics for Ron

Philadelphia, January 24--Ron Delany, king of the mile, demonstrated 
to 10, 650 Philadelphians at the 14th annual Inquirer Games that there is a new 
and different Delany that is trodding the boards this year. 

The Villanovan ran away from Phil Coleman over the last lap to notch 
a 4:08. 1 record victory that erased Freddie Dwyer's 1953 mark of 4:09.7. The 
remarkable thing about the whole race was not the record, which is unusual for 
Ron, but the fact that the Irishman stayed with the pace arid kicked for home 
quite early, about 200 yards out. Up to this year the Villanovan has expressed 
haughty disdain for records and racing against the clock, With this performance 
couple with the record made in the Boston K. of C., we have evidence that Ron 
intends to rewrite the record books this season. 

Phil Coleman who carried the pace-making chores over the latter half, 
made a bold bid for the number two spot on the mile totem pole by finishing in 
4:10, seven yards down. Jim Beatty carried the pace for the first quarter but 
wound up third with a slow 4:18. A dismal fourth was Bob Seaman, who deshoed 
George King to eliminate him at the start. Seaman's time was 4:23, 1. 

Deacon Jones copied Delany's tactics in the two mile by following the 
early pace of Gordon McKenzie for three quarters, then trailed John Macy for 
all but the last lap.

So fast was this final lap that the Deacon managed to turn in a final 60. 4 quarter 
and a new meet record of 8:58.6. Jerry Smartt almost matched Jones’ speed 
over the last lap to move up from fourth to second and establish a personal best 
of 9:01. 7. 

The resoled King shifted to the 1000 and managed to keep his shoes on 
long enough to beat the Polish import, Zbigniew Orywal, in a last lap sprint. 
Early jockying tactics kept the time down to 2:13. 4, 

A rejuvenated Charlie Jenkins set the pace all the way in the Sage 600 
and held off the rush of Josh Culbreath to notch his fourth straight win here, in 
1:12.5. Culbreath showed he has the stuff of a good 600 man by picking up two 
yards in 16 yards of running the fast moving Jenkins, He finished a foot back. 

The hurdles were won in 6,1 by Elias Gilbert from Charlie Pratt and 
Willie Stevens in impressive fashion. Ira Murchison was scared by Bob Brown, 
Penn State frosh find, in his heat when Brown finished in a photo with him, both 
returning 5.3. The final ended the same way, with Murchison getting the nod. 

Eight men cleared 14 and two got over 15' as a fine vaulting tradition 
was continued. Don Bragg beat out Jerry Welbourn with 15'3"’. High jump honors 
were shared by Floyd Smith and George Dennis at 6'7".

Profiles of Champions 


JOHN CRAWFORD "JACK" ELLIS JR., discus thrower, 6'6", 230, 27, 
born May 29, 1930, New York City. Brown hair, blue eyes. Unmarried, Lives 
in New Rochelle, New York. 

Became interested in discus when roommate at Lafayette Collge amazed 
him with longer disertations on art of discus throwing. Threw discus back to 
roommate few times, decided it was not his forte, but pursued it as a challenge. 
After much hard work as frosh threw only 138', But hit 168, 173 and 174 in 
remaining three college years, graduating in 1954. Now throws for NYAC, 
doing 174 in 1955, 181 in 1956, and 191'23", second best ever, in 1957 at age 
of 27, Has yet to win major title, other than IC4A, 

Intends to compete for at least next 10 years, hopes to hit 200’, Tried 
form used by Gordien and Califomia throwers, but although reaching 181' was 
dissatisfied, particularly with consistency. Now turns as fast as possibly can, 
even at the beginning, and at the finish, instead of using a semi-reverse, spins 
righc into the throw, like hammer throwers, Makes as many as two fast turns 
after the disc has left his hand. Considers form poor, but has fast, relaxed 
and well grooved motion, which he can maintain even though throwing only twice 
a week, 

Works out twice a week the year round, now. In fall, throws twice a 
week, runs sprints, and does many turns without discus for speed and coordin- 
ation. Winter, lifts weights twice a week, throws once a week, Spring, same 
as fall. Summer, same. Until recently could throw hard for two hours, now 
tires after about 10 throws. Eats three big meals daily. 

Got his biggest thrill from going over 190', top disappointment from not 
developing into good thrower while in college. Likes track most because it 
gives him excuse to keep mentaliy and physically in shape. Considers Gordien, 
Oerter and Babka top rivals, Has been helped by Gordien and Hank Dreyer, and 
by coach Art Winter, Advises young athletes to find event, work hard, not only 
to excell, but as a means to build a healthy body. 

Is industrial engineer, has invented two mechanical devices--a specialty 
wrench anu a close tolerance measuring instrument for aircraft parts. Likes 
to play the piano, sing and act, and develop new gadgets, Father was All- 
American drummajor, Indiana 1927, and younger brother Dick is talented 
singer. Half-inch too tall for military service. 

Feels that if he"ever be comes a great discus thrower it will be be- 
cause I worked hard at it, Although I have a good build I lack natuml talent. 








FREDERICK A, DWYER, JR., distance runner, 5'8$", 138, 26, born 
July 19, 1931, Brookl yn, New York. 

Did not start to run until senior year at Seton Hall High School, did 4: 
22.9, As frosh at Villanova in 1950, pulled muscle and missed all year, but 
trained one month and ran 4:20 time trial. Ran 4:13.8 as soph, 3:52.6 for 
1500 as junior, and 4:07.1 in 1953 NCAA for second, In the Army, ran 4:07, 2 
in 1954, 4:01.8 in 1955, 4:00.8 in 1956. Won 9 straight indoor races in 1953, 
including 3rd consecutive IC4A mile, and first AAU mile. Won outdoor AAU in 
1954. In 1957 ran 8:52.4 indoors, has been laid up with tendon trouble. Holds 
national 2000m record of 5:10.0, Best 800m of 1:50. 4. 

Works out 5-6 days weekly in winter. Typical schedule: Monday, 10 x 
440 in 59-60; Tuesday, 5x880, 2:01; Wednesday, 4x}, 3:10; Thursday, 10 x 
440, 60; Friday, 5x880, 2:01; Saturday, 10x440, 60; Sunday, rest. After 
spring season, during which he likes to compete only every other week, jogs 
or runs leisurely two days a week for rest of summer, Warmsup with hour of 
easy jogging and stretching. 

Was coached by Frank Sevigne at Seton Hall High, Jim Elliott at Villan- 
ova, and then went under wing of Franz Stampfl. Most enjoyed beating Santee 
and Nielsen in Baxter Mile. Advises young athletes to "get to know yourseif and 
learn how to enjoy working out. Never disregard a purpose," Sells greeting 
cards, Lives in New Jersey. 
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LEE CALHOUN is now doing youth work in Cleveland, reports Jack 
Clowser of the Cleveland Press. He is employed in the specialized services 
bureau of the city recreation department. Working closely with the juvenile 
bureau of the pole department, the Olympic hurdle champ has a difficult and 
sometimes dangerous task. He tries to get the problem youth off the street cor- 
ners, out of neighborhood gangs, and into community centers and organized 
sport.

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RULE CHANGES 


New AAU rule changes were adopted effective January 1, 1958, as 
follows: 

The outdoor steeplechase championship shall be conducted at 3000 
meters rather than two-miles, 

A piece of cloth may be placed on the high jump cross bar for sighting 
purposes, 

An athlete may get credit for any number of records in the same race 
provided that the athlete may not be credited with a record at a shorter distance 
if he does not finish the full scheduled distance.

A.S, LEWIS, coach, Canterbury University, New Zealand, in Scholastic 
Coach: "We should practice what we want todo. Run faster. No matter what 
his distance, the runner should practice at speeds he'd like to race at but which 
are faster than he's capable of running at the moment. If he can do this it will 
be easier to repeat the performance in competition. Thousands of repititions 
of the leg and body actions make it easy to reproduce the same actions when 
required, The muscular and nervous systems become tuned to the right rhy- 
thm and tempo of movement. In order to practice at speeds faster than he's 
capable of running a runner can run only part of his selected distance. It is 
difficult for a dashman to train at a faster speed than he can run, but not im- 
possible. He can run down a gentle slope or run with the wind behind him. This 
accustoms the limbs to moving at a faster pace. Training should include short, 
flat-out repetitions even though not directly related to the runner's distance,"

Bank Notes

Max Truex took the gas--literally--in Sao Paulo's Sao Silvestre run and 
the freak turn of events not only cost him the race but has also forced him to 
cancel his indoor engagements and may very possibly throw a monkey wrench 
into what was to have been a banner outdoor campaign. 

The Brazilian city conducts a race through the streets on New Year's 
Eve, It starts shortly before midnight, thus beginning in the old year and ‘finish- 
ing in the new. A field of 300 runners gathered forthe 7400 meter (roughly 43 
miles) race and thousands of spectators lined the streets while others watched 
on TV. Russia's Vladimir Kuts was the top-heavy favorite to run off with the 
affair. But after working his way up through the pack, Max took the lead just 
past the half-way mark. With but three blocks to go he had a 70 meter bulge 
on the field and was pulling away. Victory was most assuredly his. Then he 
collapsed. The reason: carbon monoxide poisioning. 

Max ran right behind motorcycle patrolmen for over two miles, inhal- 
ing exhaust fumes all the way. He had no advance warning when it hit him. He 
got to his feet (so he was told) and ran a few feet before falling again. Upon re- 
turning to the hotel he spent a miserable night, suffering violent stomach cramps 
and vomitting almost without relief. In the morning he asked to be taken to a 
hospital where they attempted to feed him. He couldn't keep food down for 48 
hours and was given water intravenously to alleviate his dehydrated condition, 
His weight dropped from 128 to 116. 

Resting a day or so after his 30 hour flight home, Truex started to jog. 
After a week he attempted to resume his interval training. His legs were rub- 
bery and it was an effort toknock off 80 second quarters. He laid off and tried 
again. Stillnouse. As of Feb, 1 he still cannot workout and becomes quite 
fatigued late in the day. He is to undergo a complete medical checkup to see if 
some other factor is causing this condition. He cancelled appearances in the 
Boston AA and Millrose meets, and more than likely will have to pull out of the 
AAU and Chicago spikefests, As he must be in school another year because of 
missing a semester while at Melbourne and his Air Force ROTC commitment, 
Max may save his eligibility for 1959 if the situation doesn't improve by March. 

Max had some interesting comments and observations about Kuts. The 
Soviet finished a poor eighth in the race and it was attributed to his hurting a 
foot in the last mile. According to Truex, Kuts suffered no such injury. Max 
arrived a week before the race and had ample time to train with the Russian, 

As Max tells it, Kuts became quite grim a few days before the race, He wore 
a constant frown, stayed off by himself and was a picture of worry. At that 
time Truex's roommate, German steeplechaser Heinz Laufer, came to him 
and said Kuts was afraid of Truex. Max laughed. Laufer said he had talked to 
a Finnish newspaperman who had overheard Kuts tell his coach that Truex 
runs so "soft" and that he was, indeed, going to be hard to beat. 

Truex recalled a humerous incident. One day he, Finland's Hannu 
Posti and Kuts couldn't workout on the track because it was water-logged so 
they decided to run along the road. After 45 minutes they returned to the 
stadium, As they entered, Kuts threw up his arms as if to say, "I am finished, 
we run no more." Max and Posti didn't feel like quitting and left Vladimir stand- 
ing as they jogged on, Kuts fumed. He felt the onlookers would get the im- 
pression that the world's greatest distance runner was not good enough to keep 
up with them. A few minutes later he showed up with his spikes on and scratched 
out "3000" on the track, He was challenging them to a 3000 meter race. 

The track was sloppy and Truex and Posti had on flats, but they went 
along with the gag. After sliding all over, Max went a lap. Posti lasted a little 
longer. Kus covered the first 800 in 2:08, then finished in a mediocre 8:30. A 
few days later Kuts collared Truex for a workout even though Max hadn't warmed 
up. Truex's back started to ache after a few minutes. Kuts pulled the same 
thing in the afternoon. Max figured Kuts must be warming up somewhere else 
and was trying to "psych" him out. This was confirmed when an American, 
rooming next to Kuts, told Max that the guy next door was up every morning at 
seven and sounded as if he were knocking down the walls. Max did likewise and 
had no trouble after that. 

Kuts ran in a 5000 meter race two days after the New Year's event and 
built up a 50 meter lead on the first lap. Then he died, finishing third in 14:45, 
Max says he would say the Russian was over the hill if it weren't for his 13:35 
in October and his success in the USSR cross-country run. Kuts' stomach con- 
dition (which caused him to miss much of the '57 season) evidently was not a 
factor, as Truex claimed that Vladimir ate like food was going out of style.

FRED WILT, FBI agent: "The Russian high jump shoe gives better 
results in part due to increased leverage of heel being lower than ball of the foot. 
Would not this work with sprinters using shoes with no heel and 3" soles of 
light material?" 

BILL BOWERMAN, coach, Oregon: "We are in our fourth year of use 
of rubber and asphalt. We have tried four grades of hot asphalt and numerous 
emulsions or cold asphalt with such aggragates as sawdust, sand and sawdust, 
rubber, rubber and sawdust, rubber and s«nd, I would not say we have all the 
bugs worked out of the formula, but we do have an excellent one. We have used 
through one season the formula on the broad jump and pole vault runways. Both 
stood up without a mark and without any maintenance, One of the events at the 
Bill Hayward Relays is the broad jump relay, with 40 teams of three men each 
taking three jumps. Figure out how many jumps that is and try to visualize 
what a cinder or clay runway would look like at the end of the day. But we have 
not touched the broad jump runway since we put it down two seasons ago. There 
is a lot more to the story, and if any of qur coaches are curious I will be glad 
to give them full data. I think the stuff is great and wish I had a full track of it’ 

ELLIOTT DENMAN, Ft.Benning, Ga.: "Arnie Sowell isn't training very 
much and probably will be out of the big indoor meets, Bill Nieder currently is 
taking airborne training so let's all hope his valuable, but often bothersome, 
knees hold up. He will make the big indoor meets in February, Pvt, Ken Bantum 
is also here as a basic trainee and is working out. However, Ken can't find 
enough weights here to satisfy him. He will go over to Germany in April or May. 
Nick Costes, at Troy State College,Alabama, 90 miles from here, is doing a 
great job at a little school (800 boys). With boys who never ran before, he has 
already formed a good cross country team and will be strong this spring. His 
distance boys all do repeat one-legged deep knee bends with brick-filled suit- 
cases balanced on the shoulder (as they say Kuts does) to build up the lower 
body. Nick still runs about 15 miles daily and retains his amateur standing. 
Also at Benning is Bob Kyasky of Army, world's fastest 220 man of 1955, now 
retired, Why doesn't someone in the US promote a New Year's road race 
similar to the one down in Sao Paulo, Brazil?" 

Corning, Calif.: "Why does the NCAA Rules Committee 
select 3 All Americans in the hammer throw, as in theNCAA guide, but won't 
put the hammer on its championship program?

I have mentioned before that I believe the Olympics are not held often 
enough. Now, I'd like to propose a solution. I believe a World's Championship 
could be held in between Olympics. For track and field only, it would be an 
economically sound promotion if the competitors were kept down by district or 
zone eliminations. (I would permit a flexible quota so as to avoid eliminating 
a good athlete, as USA's fourth best hurdler is barred from the Olympics.) 

It would be even more practical if the meet were divided into thirds or fourths. 
California, for example, could hold the sprint championships (including 
hurdles and relays), and expenses would be low because few foreign sprinters 
would qualify. But a California promoter would hesitate to contract for the 
distance runs, because most of the eligible runners would require expenses 
from Europe or Australia. Almost any European city could show a profit on 
sach a meet. Let's get started on it. If the AAU or IAAF does not want to 
initiate action, perhaps we can interest an individual promoter in starting it 

on an unofficial basis, 

SOPHOMORES always play a large part in the NCAA meet. We seldom 
see such outstanding first-year eligibles as Owens, who won four first places, 
or Metcalfe, Wolcott, and Morrow, who won doubles, But there have been 
many sophomore winners, and last year, close to one-third of the place 
winners were sophs. Next June's meet will be no exception. In fact, such 
delayed sophomores as Dumas, Macy, Shelby, and Atterberry should more 
than hold their own. The young sophomores, two years out of high school, 
also seem stronger than usual, It is not every year that we see sophomore 
athletes like Dave Davis, Hayes Jones, Willie White, Cliff Cushman, Joe 
Mullins, Gail Hodgson, and Jim Bowers, And there are more. 

A BIG INVITATIONAL WEEKEND is scheduled for June 6 & 7, Usually 
we have the Compton Invitational on Friday night and the Pacific Association 
meet on Saturday. But the growing Houston meet is that same week-end, along 
with the NAIA championships at San Diego and probably some Service meets. 
The big centenniel meet at Vancouver is also after British and American 
stars for that week-end. The star performers will be spread a little thin. 

THE AAU CHAMPIONSHIPS are inefficient, says one letter-writer, 
because the national AAU men step in and oust good local officials from their 
jobs. On the other hand, national officials have pointed out gross errors by 
the local officials. I still say the most important safeguard the national AAU 
could use would be to put a single man in charge of the entire meet. 

THE MOST REMARKABLE happening in recent years is the development, 
at one high school, of two super stars of the stature of Jesse Owens. I'm 
referring, of coursé, to Jim Brewer and Dallas Long at Phoenix's North H.S. 
Coach Vern Wolfe must have something: 

REMARKABLE COINCIDENCES seem to happen in track and field. 
Another up-to-date example is the presence of Ron Delany and Don Bowden as 
seniors in the NCAA meet. Either one could win an unprecedented double in 
the mile and 880 — if the other were not present. The great 1958 field of 
sprinters is another coincidence which has been unequalled for over 25 years. 
One of the most amazing ever was the sophomore 440 trio in 1941 — Klemmer, 
Kerns, and Bourland. And perhaps we'll look back on 1957 and remember the 
fantastic sight of seeing two hurdlers beating out Lee Calhoun in 13,4. 

DON'T FORGET the Monitor broadcasts of indoor track meets this 
season. There is no announced schedule, and so you must tune in NBC at 
about 10 P.M. (EST) on Saturday nights. 

IMPORTANT as it is to everyone, this is not track and field, and so I'll 
give it only a couple of lines: Everyone should read "Tomorrow's Food" by 
James Yorty and N. Philip Norman, M.D. If you are not already educated to 
the serious nutritional shortages in the American diet, this could be more 
important to you than an American sputnik, 

THE COLISEUM RELAYS will probably not be held because the greedy 
Dodgers have taken over the Coliseum. Worst of it is, they'll lose thousancs 
of spectators because of the remote seats and high temperatures in the Coliscum, 

MORE BASEBALL. The Cleveland Indians are having Harrison Dillard 
teach their baseball players how to run.
